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The Australian Diet 


By R. and W, FRAZER 


Bread, scones, cakes, biscuits, 
thick soups pastry, gravies and 
many other foods have white 
flour as a main constituent. 

This is obviously true. Then 
pause again to think of the 
mount of white sugar which 
goes into the average Australian 
diet. 


Sugar is pure carbohydrate. It 
contains no vitamin or mineral 
elements whatever. Think of 
the cakes biscuits, sweets, ice 
cream, and other common foods 
we eat which contain large 
quantities of sugar, 

Then pause again to consider 
what a great proportion of the 
ayerage diet consists of these 
two devitalised carbohydrates, 
flour and sugar. 


Of course, our bodies need 
carbohydrates, The carbohy-~ 
drate foods provide fuel, energy 
and warmth. The fault of the 
average Australian diet is that 
a disproportionate amount of 
the total food ‘intake consists of 
carbohydrates, and moreover, of 
carbohydrates from which some 
vitally essential elements have 
been removed. 


Crude molasses, for example, 
contains significaa:t amounts of 
iran and sulphur, but these are 
removed in the process of sugar 
refining. 

Let us turn to some other kinds 
of foods which are reputed to

coniain vitamin and minerat 
elements essential {o health. 
Let us consider the fresh 
vegetables, and wha: happens 
when they are cooked. Firstly, 
a great deal of the vitamin 
value is destroyed by heat, and 
when vegetables are boiled in 
an excess of water and the sur- 
plus is poured off, not only 
soluble vitamins, but valuabie 
minera] elements are lost. 


So that the vegetables which 
are eventually consumed may 
be greatly depleted of any 
mineral or vitamin elements 
originaily contained in them. 

When vegetables are baked or 
pressure-cooked the loss is less, 
although up to half the original 
content of Vitamin C may pe 
destroyed. 


In the case of vegetables and 
fresh fruits another factor may 
operate to cause & loss of their 
vitamin value. Delay in market- 
ing, long storage, the effect of 
air and suttight, all tend to de- 
plete the amount of vitamins 
heid in vegetables and fruit. 

Thése factors make it almost 
impossible to gauge accurately 
the actual value of fruits and 

vegetables in terms of vitamin 
content. 


Even before such factors come 
into operation, there may have 
been another facter important to 
the matter of the mineral con- 
tent of fresh foods.

.complete and satisfactory. pre- 


food varies greatly, according to 
the minerals present in the soil 
in which they are grown. If, 
for example, the soil is lacking! 
in Mme, iron, iodine, mangan- 
ese or some other mineral, that 
deficiency will be found in the 
fruits or vegetables grown on 
that land. 

In some districts noted for 
producing fresh foods for our 
markets such mineral deficiencies 
are known to exist, while no re- 
Hable data is held about many 
others. 

From all of what has thus far 
been said/certain facts emerge 
to explain how it is that in a 
vafiety of foodstuffs, the’ diet 
quate in terms of certain essen- 
tial elements. 

Of course, in addition there 
is the fact that-in many instan- 
ces, faulty choice of foods, ir- 
regularity of meals and other 
matters may further affect the 
problem. 

Probably one cause for the: 
average over-indulgence in car-| 
bohydrates is the fact that so 
many persons take cut lunches 
to work or to school that this in} 
itself contributes to the general! 
tendency to over eat of this par- 
ticular type of food. While it: 
would be difficult to alter this 
practice, at least some improve- 
ment might be brought about 
if the type of cut lunch bore 
more resemblance to the Oslo 
tunch than it does in most cases 
at present. 2 

If white bread were to be re- 
placed by bread) made from 
genuine wholemeal flour instead 
of white flour; if marmite and 
peanut butter were to replace 
jam in sandwiches; if a glass of 
milk and some fresh fruit were 
to be included, then it would be 
an improvement as far as the 
average cut lunch is concerned. 

However, we are firmly of the 
cpinion that so many factors 
as to vitamin and mineral values 
so many basic foods uncertain 
operate to make the content of 
that regular use of a balanced 
supplement of these elements; 
constitutes the most certain way) 
of obtaining them. 











Of course, the use of natural 
sources of these elements must 
be practiced. Always our princi-| 
pal sources of vitamins and 
minerals should be found in ous 
daily food. We must try to en- 
sure a Teasonable balance be- 
tween the proteins,. carbohy- 
drates and fats and to eat those 
foods which contain, even if in 
uncértain amounts, the vitamins 
and minerals which our bodies 
need. That is merely common- 
sense. 

However, in view of the un- 
questioned results of recent sur- 
veys which reveal some rather 
startling evidences of deficien- 
cies in the average Australian 
diet there is reason to support 
the amounts of vitamins and 
minerals from natural foods by 
the use of ‘a reliable vitamin 
mineral supplement. ..— - 
~-To do-this“involves no diffi- 
culty or inordinate expense. A
